Typhoid is over in a few weeks, 
fevers, appendicitis, and the com- 
moner ailments of man are of more 
or less of short duration. Money for 
such emergencies can usually be 
scraped together with great troub- 
le. 

But consumption is a disease that 
may last for months, if not for years. 
It brings straightened circumstances 
and poverty into homes that have 
usually been free of want. 

For this reason as well as for pat-
